outcasts because of the diagnosis of leprosy 
did not have the disease. I have in my 
library several learned books on medicine.in 
the Bible, and several, times I have studied 
with care all the Biblical descriptions of 
leprosy; and so far as I can see, it is not 
leprosy that is described. As I remember, 
there is no description of the nodules around 
the nostrils, the blindness, the round light 
spots on the skin with a dark ring around 
them and no sensation to a pin-prick. As 
I remember, there is no description of the 
typical loss of fingers, or lon-dike deformity 
of the face. 

From what the Bible keeps saying about 
whiteness, I think many of the supposed 
lepers must have been harmless albinos with 
white hair and skin, and almost ‘coloriess 
eyes. Others probably had a harmless in- 
herited psoriasis, and most of them may have 
had the harniless vitiligo, or loss of pigment 
in patches of skin. In ancient Israel, the 
diagnosis of leprosy was made, not by 
physicians, but by priests. 

I am pleased to see that the U.S: National 
Association for Mental Health Nas just given 
citations to 126 fine ward attendants selected 
from the staffs of mental hospitals through- 
out the US.
